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FOREWORD 


The Basic Book List for Secondary Schools has been 
prepared at the request of the Department of Education by a 
committee of trained school librarians, assisted by consultants 
from The Library School, University of Toronto, and the 
Toronto Public Library. 

This list represents the first 2000 books which might be 
included in a school library collection. It differs from the 
Reading Lists, Senior and Intermediate, in that it includes a 
selection of reference books related to every subject on the 
curriculum. 

General reference books are listed in the first section. 
Subject reference and general reading are included in the 
remainder of the list. Some titles from the Senior Division, 
Reading List (Circular S. 4A, 1957) and the Intermediate 
Division, Reading List (Curriculum 1:4, 1957) and from the 
supplements to these lists have been included. These lists 
should be consulted for additional titles of books for general 
reading. 

Books marked with an asterisk are highly recommended. 
The letters j, s, and t are used to denote junior, senior, and 
technical categories. 

“tpl” acknowledges a Toronto Public Library annotation. 

The original publisher is listed with the Canadian 
representative in brackets. In a few cases it will be necessary 
to order directly from the publisher abroad. This is indicated 
by the phrase “order direct’. For addresses of these publishers, 
consult the list at the back of this pamphlet. 

The Dewey Decimal Classification number has been 
assigned to non-fiction. Wherever this number is not given 
with an added title, the classification number will be the same 
as that of the main title.
